The concept of rulership, with privy purses and special privileges 
unrelated to any current functions and social purposes, is incompatible 
with an egalitarian social order. Government have therefore decided to 
terminate the privy purses and privileges of the Rulers of former Indian 
States. Hence this Bill.
